‘Bran May Be Used.

them with determination. An ‘effec 
tive method of combating them is to 
use sweet and poisoned dran, says 
the Prairie Farmer. The method is 
to add one part of Paris green, by 
weight, to thirty or.forty parts of 
bran, stir this together, while yet dry, 
and then mizing it with water that 
has been sweetened by the addition of 
strong or coarse molasses. The old: 
er and stronger the molasses, to sive 
it color, the better it will be, 

The bran should be moistened with 
this sweetened water until it is made 
into a damp mass, just wet enough 
to stay in little heaps, A very small 
Pinch of this placed at the base of 
each garden plant to protect it will 
be effectual: The cut-worms will eat 
it in preference to the plant. 

To protect corn it is advisable to 
drop a pinch in the corn raw each 
Atep or two across thé feld, so that 
the worm will find this and eat it and 
let the corn remain. It would be bet- 
ter to put the poison out before the 
corn appears above ground and thus 
kill the worms early, than to let them 
remain untreated until after the corn 
is once cut off. 

It is much better to put out the 
polson bran in the evening while It ls 
damp, or on a damp day, so that it 
will not be dry when these pests 
come forth at night to seek their 
food. It will de found by them just 
about as readily if it 1s slightly cov- 
ered with earth and for this reason, 
{f it should become necessary to pro- 
tect domestic fowls from it, one could 
cover it with loose.earth at the time 
of application.

Equally dangerous ja it to shelter 
alongvide of bolldings or close to hay- 
stacks for similar reasoner, as raindrops 
from roofs may lead the flash to ope 
thus standing. Unfinished houses are 
another dangerous source, wot scaffold 
poles becoming conductors. Many 
accidents have been eo caused. To 
Telegraph poles give wide berth, aod 
nuver ues the tolepbone during a vio. 
lent storm. 

Never stand near rain or veutilating 
pipes. In no ocironmstances ride or 
lead bicycles, aud the samo warning 
applies to motor cars or ordinary car- 
ringes or carts. 

Umbrellas are dangerous beld up; 
also fishing rods and guns. 

Not that lightuing ís dircetly at- 
noted by these objects, but, traveling 
to earth, the flash gives ont Innamer- 
able small discharges, which are at- 
tracted to metallic projections, and the 
shook which might canse to one's 
dry clothes misor injaries, may prove 
fatal to one previously rain sodden.
